A DANGEROUS PRACTICE. 
Burning Off Paint ‘Makes insurance 
Void. 

Tt seoms that considerable danger to 
property exists in the practice of 
burning off old paint before re-paint- 


ing.’ The duesh has long been a 
subject `of debate in the technical 
journals, and now householders and 


the newspapers have begun to discuss 
it. Those of us who, with tré ombling, 
have watched the painters blow a 
fiery blast from their ‘amps against 
our houses, and have looked sai dly at 
the size of eur painting bill beca tse 
of the time wasted on this prelimin- 
ary work, are interested in the in- 
vestigation by the Greenfield (Mass.) 
Gazette and Courier, which gives con- 
siderable space to the. reasons for the 
praetice, questions its necessity and 
suggests ways to prevent the risk of 
burning down one’s house in order to 
set the old paint off. It°says 

“There is a good deal of discussion 
among householders as to the desir- 
ability,in painting houses, of burning 
off the old paint, a practice that has 

Srown very common of late in Green- 
field and elsewhere. Insurance men 
are strongly opposed to this metaod. 
It makes void insurance policies for 
fires caused in this manner. several 
houses in Greenfield have gotten afire 
as the result of this met hod, and in 
some places houses have burned as a 
result. 

“It is undoubtedly true 
& house has been painted and 
over again there comes io be an 3e- 
cumulation of paint in bunches TE 
new paint is put on top of these ac- 
cumulations it is almost sure to blis- 
To burn it off is the quickest 
and cheapest and perhaps the surest 
method of getting rid of this old 
paint.” 

The Gazette and Courier quotes cer- 
tain old patrons to the effect that ac- 
cumiulations of paint are unnecessary. 
These old-timers lay the blame partiy 
on the painter who fails to brush his 

paint in well, partly on the custom: of 
painting i in damp weather or not allow- 
ing sufficient time for drying between 
coats, and partly to the use of adulter- 
ated paints instead of old-fash hioned 
linseed oil and pure white lead. The 
paper says: 

. Many of the old householders say 
that if care is taken at all these points: 
iit is absolutely unneces sary to have 
paint burned off. They advise that 
people who have houses painted should 
buy their own mater rials, and to have

them put on by the day, so as to be: 


sure to get good lead and oil. Of 
course the burning off of paint er catty 
increases the cost ot the job.” 

The trouble householders everywhere 
have with paint is pretty well summed 
up by our ¢ontempor ary, and the 
causes are about the same everywhere. 
By far the most frequent cause of the 


necessity for the dangerous practice 
of burning old paint is the use of poor 
material. The s) should be pure. lin: 


seed and the wii.s.lead should be. teal 
white lead. The latter is more eften 
tampered with than the oil. Earthy 
substances, and pulverized rock and 
quartz, are frequently used as cheap- 
eners, 
paint. 

: Painters rarely ` adulterate white 
lead themselves and: they very seldon 
use Teady. prepared paints=<the - most 
frequent causes Of paint trome. Büt 
they ‘do’ often bay adulterated white 
lead because the property owner. in- 
sists on a. low price and the painter 
kas to economize somewhere. The 
suggestion is, therefore a. good . one 
that the property owner investigate 
the’ subject a little, find out the name 
of some reliable brand of white lead, 
and see that the keg is marked with 
that brane. | 

The linseed oil is more @ifficult to 
be sure of „ as it is usually sold. in 
bulk when the quantity is small; but 
reliable makers of linseed oil can be 
learned on inquiry, and, if your dealer 
is reliable, you will get what you want.

Proot That There Is No Demand for 
MeMillan. 

The proportions of the McMillan- 
Navin campaign in the city primaries 
for the nomination of republican candi- 
dates for the legislature are not impres- 
sive, even on the face of the returns, 
which shows success for seven out of a 
total of eleven possibilities. For a home 
candidate, himself one of rhe most influ- 
ential business men in the community 
and in the state, backed by an organiza- 
tion including many of the most promi- 
nent men of affairs in the city and served 
by supposedly shrewd and capable poli- 
tical managers, and with months in 
which to organize his support and render 
it effective in action, this is certainly not 
an impressive showing. 

Of the seven McMillan men who were 
nominated, four at least were experi- 
enced and reasonably satisfactory mem- 
bers of the legislature, who would have 
been practically assured of renomination 
had no senatorial issue entered into the 
contest at all. Two of them, Scott and 
Lord, were freely conceded by Mr. Mc- 
Millan’s opponents to be desirable can- 
didates except for their senatorial affilia- 
tions. Duncan, in addition ‘to the Mc- 
Millan-Navin support, was a union labor 
candidate with all the strength that fact 
could bring him, and Greusel had the 
advantages of a lifelong reputation in 
this community in connection with mat- 
ters of public interest and of his fight for 
the submission of the municipal owner- 
ship amendment to the constitution. 

L’Esperance could hardly have failed 
with the hearty good will of the exceed- 
ingly active county building crowd 
operating in his behalf, and especially 
with Lou Himes, the unopposed candi- 
date for re-election as county clerk, aid- 
ing him at every turn. Jerome, though 
not a man of special force, has a clean 
record as a legislator and would have 
been more than likely to gain an endorse- 
ment without reference to senatorial 
considerations. Standart, as a scion of 
an old and respected Detroit family and 
a young man of seemingly good parts 
and. honorable ambitions, is, indeed, the 
only man among the eleven whose vic- 
tory can with any show of reason be 
be credited to the efforts put forth for 
him by the McMillan organizaaion, and 
hé may be inclined to rest his laurels on 
his own reputation and the efforts of his 
friends, 

It is, in fact, made clear to the whole 
state, that there existed in Detroit no 
genuine demand tor the selection of Mr. 
McMillan, and that in a contest on even 
terms as to preparation, etc., the showing 
would have been much more decidedly 
against him.—Detroit News.

A Great Air Line Planned. 


For some time it has been known that 
the Michigan Central was straightening 
the curves in its track and planning a 
shorter run to Chicago, but it is only re- 
cently that rumor has taken a definite 
form. It is now admitted that plans 
have been prepared for an air line, leav- 
ing the present track at Wiard’s Cros- 
sing, two and a half miles east of the 
city, and striking northwest to Dexter, 
passing Ypsilanti at the north and east 
city limits, perhaps making a station 
near the Holmes farm or at Prospect 
Park, going up the north side of the 


# | river and cutting out fourteen expensive 


bridges and numerous kinks in the line. 
It would pass Ann Arbor much to the 
north of the present station. 


adjacent to the river by the much talked 
of water power company would inundate 
the M. C. tracks for nearly this whole 
distance and would make the power 
company liable for the expense of shift 
ing the tracks, and perhaps the new 
management, being thrifty, has this in 
mind, 

The Ypsilanti yards are not long 
enough, so the siding was put in at 
Wiard’s to allow the long freights to 
pass. The stock yards are also an object 
of offense to the residents of the vicinity. 
If the road should cut the present track 
entirely out it would save the cost of 
maintaining the three gates at the cros- 
sings and allow greater speed to be made 
than the city allows. It would also do 
away with the heavy grade east of the 
city. 
= It seems likely, if the water project 
does not necessitate the moving of the 
roadbed, that the railroad will maintain 
two roads, as is the case between Syra- 
cuse and Rochester, N. Y., where the old 
road has a big traffic as well as the air 
line, and runs many trains daily. Or it 
would be possible to maintain the pres- 
ent station and by making a slight detour 
join the air line a short distance north- 
west. 

At any rate, there will be nothing done 
under a year and probably not for two 
years, as this is part of a general scheme 
of which the tunnel under Detroit river 
is a vital link. The New York Central 
has a way of getting things done and is 
anxious to outdo the other roads in the 
race between Chicago and New York. 

A gentleman who is considered closely 


in touch with the Michigan Central offi- | 


cials says it will be many a long day be- 
fore the road will thus sidetrack Ypsi- 
lanti, and adds that if the road does 
make any change in the location of its 


lanti should insist on a grade separation 
throughout the city, and that ought to be 
something to demand anyway.

This is called a temperance lesson, 
but “Flesh and Spirit” would have been 
a more appropriate title. Yet if we un- 
derstand temperance in its fullest 
meaning of self control, including all 
forms of seif control, the title covers 
-at least part of the lesson. The plain 
teaching of Scripture is that by nature 
all are children of wrath, children of 
disobedience, dead in trespasses and 
sins (Eph. ii, 1-8), and until born again 
we have in us only that which is called 
the old.man, the outward man, the nat- 
ural man, flesh, self, sin, the carnal 
mind, the heart (meaning the sinful 
heart), and the verdict of God is that 
the heart is deceitful above all things 
and desperately wicked, that in it there 
is no good thing, that it profiteth noth- 
ing and cannot please God (Eph. iv, 22; 
II Cor. iy, 160; T Cor. ii, 14; Jobn iii, 6; 
Vi, 63: Rom. VIL 7,83 VIE 1S; ve 12: 
il Cor. yv, 2). der: xvii; 9: Gene vi 5: 
Matt. xv, 19). “That which is born of 
the flesh is flesh, and that which is born 
of the Spirit is Spirit’ (John iii, 6), and 
the one is never changed ‘into or assim- 
ilated with the other, and this our les- 
son fully sets forth. No ordinances can 
possibly avail for the sinner, the flesh 
ean never be improved, there must be 
a new creature (Gal. v, 6; vi, 15; ii, 18; 
iii, 10-18, 21, 22; iv, 4, 5). When we as 
helpless sinners truly receive Christ, 


‘who was made sin and a curse for us, | 


then we have a right to appropriate 
Gal. ii, 20, irom first to last, and take 
as our life motto “Not I, but Christ, who 
liveth in me.’’. Our lives will then be 
faith working: by love, and by love we 
will serve one another, thus fulfilling 
the law (verses 6, 13, 14). The believer 
becomes a temple of the Holy Ghost, 
who at the new birth comes to live in 
us (I Cor. vi, 19) and from that time 
enviously or jealously desireth to pos- 
sess us fully (Jas. iv, 5, Rev. Ver.) that 
God may be glorified in us. 

It is the privilege of every new crea- 
ture in Christ, according to our lesson, 
to walk in tne Spirit, be led of the Spir- 
it, live in the Spirit (verses 16, 18, 25), 
or, according to Eph. v, 18, be filled 
with ine Spirit and manifest in these 
morta! bodies the life of Jesus, who 
was always ied By the Spirit, did His 
works by the Spirit, offered Himself by 
the Spirit, was raised from the dead by 
the Sp vit and has given to His redeem- 
ed the same Spirit that we, being 
anointed in some measure as He was, 
may g) about doing g50d and lead to 
Him tor Geliverance all who are op- 
pressed by the devil in any form of 
flesh manifestation (Acts x, 38). If we 
are thus really filled, the fruit of the 
Spirit will be seen in us in the love that 
is described in I Cor. xiii, 4-7; we shall 
be filled with icy and peace in believ- 
ing (liom. xv, 15). whieh some one has 
called icve exuliiug and love in repose. 
The same love will be long suffering 
and kind to those who make us suffer 
long, always gentle and doing good 
without seeking approval from those 
ministered to, satisfied to believe that 
_ God knows and loves and cares and 
coveting only his approval, submitting 
meekly to many a wrong for His sake, 
self being under control and persistent- 
ly reckoned dead and delivered to 
death (II Cor. iv, 11): This is temper- 
ance indeed, and all else but a branch 
of the subject. 

What hinders this beautiful life, this 
manifestation of the life of Christ, in 
the believer? Why, just this flesh, 
which ever wants its own way, its own 
gratification and is so contrary to the 
Spirit, but which by the believer is to 
be reckoned as crucified (verses 17, 24), 
put off with all its deceitful lusts, giv- 
ing place to the new man which after 
God is created in righteousness and 
true holiness, renewed in knowledge 
after the image of Him that created 
him (Eph. iv, 22-24; Col. iii, *8-10). No 
longer are we to live in these bodies to 
gratify selfish lusts, but only to do the 
will of God (I Pet. iv, 3). That the 
flesh, the self life in us, could be guilty 
of the things enumerated in verses 
19-21 we would not choose to believe if 
He had told us who assures us that the 
heart is deceitful above all things and 
desperately wicked (Jer. xvii, 9) and 
who in Matt. xv, 18, 19 tells us that 
these very things proceed from the 
heart of man. The only honest thing 
to do is to confess that He knows, and 
but for His grace any or all of these 
abominations might have been mani- 
fest in us. As one good man said when 
he saw a criminal going to punishment, 
“That might have been me but for the 
grace of God.” Those who live in the 
flesh and give way to it in any or all 
of these forms shall never see the king- 
dom of God (verse 21), but shall have 
to hear His awful “Depart from me, 
ye cursed” (Matt. xxv, 41). 

The one thing for saved people to do 
is to keep under the body, this body of 
sin, and bring it into subjection, lest at 
the judgment seat of Christ we should 
be disapproved (I Cor. ix, 27; II Cor. v, 
10; Rom. xiv, 10). AIl the redeemed are 
ever sowing either to the flesh or Spirit, 
living either to self or to God, building 
that which is comparable to wood, hay 
and stubble, or to gold, silver and pre- 
cious stones. The former in the fire 
perish, but the latter come through the 
fire uninjured. In that day when we 
stand at the fudgment seat of Christ 
the fire shall try every man’s work, and 
if the work abides there shall be a re- 
ward, but if it be burned up that be- 
liever shall suffer loss, though he him- 
self shall be saved as by fire (I Cor. iii, 
11-15). Many people talk thoughtlessly 
of young people only sowing their wild 
oats, not considering that what is sown 
must be reaped, and those who sow the 
wind must reap the whirlwind.

To Insure Privacy of Mail. 


This year of insect pests, from fleas to 
cabbage worms, tries the patience of 
every body. The constant fighting 
wears one out. Fifty years ago the 
gardener had to fight striped bugs, 
squash bugs, cabbage lice and cutworms, 
and the farmer lost his wheat by “the 
insect” and the weevil. Now there are 
all of these to contend with besides the 
cabbage worm, the potato bug, the toma- 
to worm, the mole cricket, the San Jose 
scale and a host of vegetable parasites 
in the form of blights. Of what avail is 
all our labor-saving machinery if our 
leisure must be filled up with Paris- 
greening, spraying and insect-powdering? 
It is a “condition” sure enough, and 
theories do not seem to'do much to help 
out. But experience, whether of success 
or failure, ought to be valuable, and if 
our farmers and local gardeners would 
contribute brief articles on their own ex- 
perience with supposed remedies it 
would be of great service to others.. For 
instance this is the “Presidential year” 
for the cabbage worm. Where the but- 
terflies were last year to be counted by 
the dozen, this year they flutter over the 
cabbage patches in clouds, and the time 
and effort of the gardener must be wasted 
on insect powder, salt-peter, and other 
ammunition of little avail in the unequal, 
battle. Here is a new remedy, easy to 
use and within reach of all. A lady from 
Montana Says she finds a strong tea of 


spondence, according to a postoffice in- 
spector, should either be sealed with 
wax or else addressed and stamped on 
the back instead of the front. Sealing 
with wax is an excellent insurance of 
privacy, but it is a difficult and awk- 
ward operation, and wax and a match, 
candle and seal are not always at 
hand. The other method is much the 
better. After fastening down the flap 
of the envelope firmly, affix the stamp 
across the fiap’s junction and write the 
address across it as well. Then it is 
absolutely impossible to steam open 
the letter and close it again in such a 
way as to escape detection.

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DEADLY RACE WAR ON IN- 


ATTACKS OF NEGROES ON WHITE 
WOMEN CAUSING SERIOUS RIOT- 
ING—SOLDIERS CALLED OUT 
TO PRESERVE ORDER. 


Atlanta, Ga.—A race war of alarm- 
{ng proportions began here Saturday 
night. Through the night it raged 
with varying vigor, and when morning 
dawned it found nine negroes and 
one white man:dead, a score of both 
races wounded and the downtown 
streets in possession of eight com- 
panies of the Fifth Georgia infantry, 
with a battery of light artillery in re- 
serve. Through the day little of im- 
portance occurred. The police claim- 
ed, with the aid of the’ military, to 
| have the situation under control. 

This condition came as the result 
of numerous and repeated: assaults. or 
attempted assaults upon. white wom- 
en by negroes, The dast ofan even 
dozen of such assaults within the*lim- 
its of Fulton ,countys within. the last 
nine weeks came Saturday, when four 
attempts at assault were reported. 

Fla ring headlines in the special edi- 
tions of afternoon papers wrought the 
populace to high pitch of excitement. 

The usual Saturday night crowds 
were largely increased by men and 
boys who thronged the downtown 
streets. There was no leader and no 
overt act until late in the evening, 

Negro Stirs Up Trouble. 

About ten o’clock a negro man 
shoved a’ white woman from, the side- 
walk on Whitehall street‘. in! thelcen- 
ter of town. Almost sfmultaneously 
a negro woman made an insulting re- 
mark to a white man on an’adjoihing 
street, and he administered What: he 
. considered due punishment. 

From this start the excited crowd, 
which had become a mob, began its 


work of destruction. Five thousand 
men and boys thronged the down- 
town streets looking for negroes. 


News that a riot had.started brought 


thousands from their homes in the 
suburbs. and residence. districts, until 


fully 10,000 men thronged: the down- 
town section. 
Mob Attacks Cars. 

They made attacks on the incoming 
street cars. Each car was scanned 
for negroes. The trolleys were pulled 
from the wires and in the..semi-dark- 
ness of the unlighted car negroes, were 
beaten, clubbed and stamped upon in 
an un reasoning mad frenzy. If a ne- 
gro: ventured resistance “or remon- 
strated, it meant practically sure 
death.

Many Negroes in Atlanta Beaten to 
Death and Many Injured. 

Saturday evening rioting began in 
Atlanta, Ga., the negro population be- 
ing the victims, the alleged cause be- 
ing the numerous assaults on white 
women; : At midnight..Gov. Terrell is- 
sued an order calling out eight com- 
panies of the Fifth infantrv and one 
battery. of light artillerv.. This order 
was not issued until tl e negroes had 
been killed and fifteen. cak% to hospi- 
tals, five of whom. will die. | 

The mob began its work early in 
the evening, pulling negroes from 
street cars: and* beating them “with 
clubs, bricks and stones. Negro men 
and women, riding to their homes af 
ter the work of the day were ruthless- 
ly torn from the cars or attacked on 
the streets, 

In a few cases negroes retaliated 
during the early part of the night, but 
after “10 o’clock they were scarce in 
public places... The fire department 
was called out to disperse the mob 
on Decatur street, a: street much fre- 
quented by negroes, and for a time 
seemed to hold the crowd at bay. 

The police reserves were called out 
to hold the situation until the troops 
could be mobilized. The mob seemed 
to lack leadership and this doubtless 
prevented more slaughter. The re- 
ports gave the number of known dead 
as fifteen and it was thought that 
thirty, ‘perhaps .more, were. either 
killed outright or so injured that death 
will foliow.

TEN THOUSAND NOW REPORTED 
| DEAD AT HONGKONG. 


| Entire Fishing Fleet of 600 Vessels 
| Lost in Typhoon—Treeps Aid 
in Clearing Up Wreckage. 


Hong-Kong. — The entire fleet 

of 600 fishing junks was lost in the 

typhoon. This increases the mortal- 
ity to 10,000 persons. 

The losses are estimated at several 
million dollars. More than 1,000 sanr 
pans and junks are missing from 
Hong- Kong alone. Wharves were 
swept away and houses collapsed. ,The 
military barracks are in ruins. 

Twelve ships were sunk, 24 were 
stranded, seven were damaged, and 
one-half of the native craft in port 
were sunk.

The Coyote,
